Washington, P. C., Des, 0.—[Special.]--The 
American Sugar Refining company, popu- 
larly known as the suger trust, pays po cor- 
poration tax to the United States govern- 
ment. 

The combine which has been compolled to 
restore $3,000,000 atelen from the government 
in the custom frauds, the leading officers 
of which have been convicted and imprisoned 
tor the same crime, and which pow is being 
prosecuted by the attorney general as an 
illegal trust, escapes the special tax on cor- 
porations on the ground that its net income 
is less than the $5,000 exempted by law. 

This revelation was contained in the second 
batch of corporation tax figures which were 
obtained today by Tun Tumum correspond- 
ent and are presented herewith. The figures 
show the net income abd the assessed tax 
of eleven of the largest corporations in the 
country.

Widow of Man Called Rockefel- 
ler's Father Dies at Freeport. 


STORY WAS NOT DENIED. 


Agea Doctor Admitted He Was Given 
Standard Oil Stock. 


Freeport, III., Deca 9%.—{Special.}—Mrs. 
Margaret L. Livingston died today at the age 
of 76. She was the widow of Dr. William W. 
Livingston, commonly believed here to have 
been William A. Rockefeller, father of John 
D. Roekefeller. Every one who has investi- 
gated the matter and nearly every person 
who knew Dr. Livingston holds this belief. 

The supposed discovery of the identity of 
Livingston as Rockefeller senior was made 
in 1006, when Miss Ida Tarbell published a 
magazine article on the father of the famous 
Rockefeller brothers. The article described 


his physical appearance and traits of char- 
acter and said that some time in the 50 he 


. had A he his wife, disappeared from view, and 


was then Hving somewhere in the west. 

The article was illustrated with a portrait 
of the supposed William A. Rockefeller, 
which was an exact photograph of Dr. Liv- 
ingston, even to the cravatiess collar and the 
dia mond shirt n that Livingston hebitu- 
ally wore. : 

The 3 of Dr. LIAvingston to the 
Rockefeller described by Miss Tarbell were 


almost innumerabie and were minute. Traits 


of character were the same, an especially 
marked one being ‘the fondness of both men 
for hunting. ‘Both were trav doctors, 
and were in the habit: of being absent from 
home on trips of months at a time.without 
being heard from. 

Dr. Livingston acknowledged an acquaint- 
ance with John D. Rockefeller and was 
known to have drawn dividends om Standard 
On stock which he told the cashier of the 
German bank he bad obtained from Mr.

Mrs. Lewis prized these heirlooms so highly 
that she was loath to permit them out of her 
possession. She had an idea that they were 
safer in her trunk than in a Chicago safety 
deposit vault dr in the safe of the Virginia 
hotel, where she and the colonel have apart- 
ments.

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—Herr Wermuth, secre- 
tary of the imperial treasury, explaining in 
the reichstag today the financial position of 
the empire, showed that in a year Germany, 
for the first time in many years, will be 
able to balance expenditures with income. 

The government has borrowed on an aver- 
age nearly $72,000,000 annually since 1900 
The extracrdinary expenditures under the 
naval law ere approaching an end, and the 
reduction in these by some $6,000,000 will 
begin in the budget for 1912. The extraordi- 
nary expenses for new construction will dis- 
appear, the secretary sald, in 1917.

One Killed and Other Probably 
Fatally Wounded in Fight. 


TWO OTHERS ARE INJURED. 


Rattle Takes Place in Street Near the 
Government Palace. 


[BY CABLE TO THR GHICAGO TRIBUNB ] 
HAVANA, Dec. 9.—Politica} differences to- 
day led to a street duel between Severo Mo- 
leon and Sanches Figueras, in which the 
former was killed and the latter probably 
fatally wounded. Both were IAberal mem- 
bers of the Cuban house of representatives. 
Two other persons—both of them innocent dy- 
standers—were wounded by stray shots. 
The duel was an impromptu one. The two 
etatesmen met near the government palace 
and Moleon fired on sight. Figueras rap 
round the corner until he could draw his 
pistol. Then be returned and opened fire. 


Tries to Shoot Fallen Foe. 

After the two bystanders hed been hit 
Moleon fell, whereupon Figueras, who had 
been wounded in the stomach, approached, 
put his revolver to Moleon’s head, and pulied 
the trigger. The weapon, however, wae 
émpty, and before it could be reloaded the 
police arrested Figueras. 

Moleon died soon after and Figueras, the 
doctors say, cannot survive the night.

UNPREPARED FOR WAR. 
The United States is not prepared. for 
war as the military men of ¢ertain ga- 
tions of continental Durope understand 
preparedness. It was not -necessary for 
a German army officer to give us the in 
formation. Our own army officers have 
told us that repeatedly, and we admit its 
truth. If Mexico or Canada had a mili- 
tant disposition and a population equal 
to our own, we should have a much larger 
regular army and perhaps some form of 


. compulsory military service. 


But our own army men and our for 
eign military advisers do not specify the 
nation which is at present really pre 
pared for war with the United States. 
The German general would have us be 
lieve that the world has not improved 
on the methods of the middle ages, when 
the man who had property had to arm 
himself to keep it. He says that the 
richer a nation becomes the more it must 
arm to protect itself. What robber baron 
of a nation has its covetous eyes glued 
on the United States, and feels itself in 
a position to despoll this country of some 
of its accumulated wealth? 

England is powerful by sea, but for 
commercial and other reasons it is not 
prepared to force war upon the United 
States. It would consider it a calami 
to have war forced upon it. Germany 
has a superb army, but Germany is not 
prepared to pick a quarrel with the United 
States, tecause the losses to German 
trade and Industry would outweigh any 
possible gains. The other day Sir Edward 
Grey said it was quite possible that the 
next country which had“ a great and suc- 
cessful war, unless it were purely a war 
of defense against aggcession, would be 


‘the’ first to have a social revolution.” If 


Germany were to engage in a. war, which 
necessarily would be unprofitable and 
costly, with the United States, the Social- 
ists would not be quiescent. Popular dis- 
tress would give them a majority in the 


‘reichstag. 


There remains Japan. It has more 
but it is not prepared fom.war with this 
country while Russia is a neighbor. For 
in the event of such a war Russia would 
remember Port Arthur and go for it.

Hugo Charteris is the eldest son of Lord 
Eiche, who in turn le the eldest son and 
heir of that wonderful old Scotch grand sieg- 
neur, the Barl of Wemyss and Maroh, now 
in big ninety-third year, and who when 62 
tempted matrimony for a second me by 
leading to the altar Miss Grace Blackburn. 
niece of the late Lord Blackburn, — 

Hugo Charteris and his grandfather, Lord 
Wenz ss (whuse name shouid be pi onounced 
“ Weems”), are descended from tha: Sir 
David Wemyss who in the thirteentu cen- 
tury was one of the Scotch magna. es chosen 
to convey Queen Margaret, the Mdid of 
Norway, from Scandinavia to Scotland, on 
her accession in her mother's right to che 
Scottish throne. 

At Wemyss castle there still existe a cur!- 
ous Norwegian bow! presented by the king 
of Norway to this Sir David Wemyes. The 
territory or shire of Wemyss ie situated on 
the north shore of/the Firth of Forth, and 
is said to derive its name from the caves 
in its recky coast, the walls of which are 
sculptured with the work of early Christian 
missionaries, to whom they furnished eheiter. 

— 

The first member of the Wemyss family 
vo bear the title of earl was Sir John Wemyss, 
who was created Earl of Wemyss and Baron 
Eiche by Charles I., in splie of which he 
sided with the parliamentarians as inet his 
royal master. The fou th earl was Queen 
Anne's lord high admiral of Scotlard and 
one of the Commissioners tor conclud.ng the 
treaty of union between England and Scoi- 
land. 

The Afth earl married the daughter and 
heiress of Col. Francis Charteris of Amis- 
field, and from that time forth the Wemysees 
always have borne the name of Charieris, 
usually in conjunction with thelr former 
patrony mio. 

It seems a pity that so illustrious and so 
historic a house should have seen fit to 
assume the name of.Charteris and thus to 
perpetuate the connection of their family 
with so infamous @ creature ag the Col. 
Francig Charteris in question, whose mis- 
deeds are familiar to all etudeate of the 
works of Pope and of Hogar h. 

Charteris began life in the army, but was 
drummed out of his regiment for cheating 
at card He entered a Duich regiment, 
from which be wae expelled for siealing. 
Un his return to Scotland his father pur- 
chased for him a commission in the Third 
regiment of Foot Guards, but the officers 
refueed to enrol] him. He eventually got 
into some other regiment, and obtained by 
purchase promotion to the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. 

He was forced out of the army ones more, 
after having been found guilty of freuds, 
which resulted, among other punishments, 
in hie being forced to receive on hig knees 
at the bar of the house of commons a scorch- 
ing reprimand. from the speaker. 

Thenceforth he devoted himself to gam- 
bling, and above all to usury; wagon several 
dsecasions imprisoned in Newgate, and was 
so execrated, on account of his wickedness 
that a popular riot took place at his funeral, 
the mob almost tearing the body out of the 
coffin and casting dead dogs and cats and 
other offal into the grave along with it. 


— 


The sixth Earl of Wemyss having been in- 
volved in the Jacobin rising, cf 1745, his 
honors were attainied by parliament, but on 
hig death without issue in 78s they were 
revived in favor of his brother. 

The present earl is the tenth, and his son. 
Lord Elcho, is married to of the three 
daughters of the Hon. Percy Wyndham of 
Clouds, in Wiltshire, Lady Eleho being 
familiar to many people in this country 
through one of John 8. Sargent’s master- 
pieces, the painting in question reprcsent- 
ing her and her two sisters, Lad Tennant 
and Mrs. Charles Adeane. 

The picture was one of the features of the 
Royal Academy exhibition of some fourteen 
years ago, where it was designated by King 
Bdward, then Prince of Wales, as the 
Three Graces a title well merited and 
which has stuck to Lady Elcho and to her 
fascinating and gifted sisters ever since. 

Lord Wemyss entered parliament some 
seventy years ago as representative of East 
Gloucestershire in the house of commons, and 
is} so far as I am aware, the cldest kgis- 
lator in point of service at Westminster. 

In the house of commons he was famous 
as a clever and most aggressive debater 
whose arguments always were pointed and 
usually popular, and it is difficult to realize 
that thie peer, who during the last summer 
has been attracting attention in the house 
of lords by his championship and defense 
of its prerogatives, was in the house of com- 
mons à conspicuous supporter of the great 
Sir Robert Peel and a lord of the treasury 
in the Aberdeen administration, which was 
in office at the time of the Crimean war.

Not because it gets you to feeling so senti- 
mental that when you try to write a review 
you fairly drivel and have to tear up eight 
or ten pages of gush and fairly hammer your-

was a real book you read—good enough to 
read again, good enough to pass on, good 
enough to keep on your shelves.

Andrea proves to be a dogmatic, cloister 
reared novice; dominated by a dissolute 
monk. King Robert, foreseeing discord, 
wisely limits Andrea’s power, intrenching 
Jehanne firmly in her rights. Then King 
Robert dies and things grow merry—Je- 
hanne, beautiful, imperious Andrea, coldly 
calculating, married, yet not married. Pope 
Clement, crying peace in the background, 
and such characters as Boccaccio and Pe- 
trarch enlivening the chronicle in the fore- 
ground. Queen Jehanne is described as one 
of those rare spirits of which the world sees 
but one or two Ina century, and which, when 
they do walk its ways, leave as they pass a 
fiery trace of strife and glory. 

It u this fiery trace which followed In the 
wake of Jehanne’s red gold hair and wonder- 
ful ¢yes—this trail of men’s loves and in- 
trigues, even murders, that the writer has 
vividly described in the present book.

Mellen Finds’ Some Fault. 
From New England there nas come an in- 
timation, voiced by President Mellen of the 
New Haven railroad, that the. electrical 
equipment of that railroad has not been 
found to be as satisfactory or economical as 
wae expected. It is true thet the leading 
electrical engineers are not yet fully per- 
euaded that, taking into consideration the 
Arat cost of electrical equipment, electricity 
bas so far demonstrated its «economy as « 
motive power. 
Mr. Westinghouse, however, is convinced 
that with the standardization of electrical 
apparatus and equipment satisfactory econ- 
omies will be discovered. His conviction is 
Strong that a majority of the railroads of 
the United States will be operated by elec- 
trical energy. This emphatic statement is 
. spoken of by electrical engineers in this city 
Possibly the best example of what. Mr. 
Westinghouse has in mind is one which can 
be found in southern California. The swift 
development of southern California is to be 
traced chiefly to the transportation facilities 
which the employment of electricity has 
made possible.

Joseph Schulman, the printer's 
brother and an attorney, went before Judge 
Tuthill and asked that the receiver be named 
at once without notice. The court seid an 
affidavit setting rortb that there was danger 
that some of the bank'e securities might dis- 
appear would be necessary for a receivership 
without notice. 
Schulman said he would appear again be- 
fore Judge. Tuthill this morning with the re- 
quired affidavit. He charges in his bill that 
he believes the bank is-insolvenfand that as: 
the owner of a certificate for ten shares of 


‘the joint stock of the bank he has asked to 


examine the books and been refused the right. 


Recites Purchasé of Stock. 

The bill further sets forth that Benedict 
Schulman bought the ten shares of stock on 
Aug. 1, upon payment of $125 in cash and five 
notes for $25 each, a total of $250 for the 
stock, being its par value.
